It  is  proposed  to  expend  $25,000  of  this  amount  in  the  creation  of  an  addi- 
tional farm-management  survey  unit.  No  other  line  of  work  carried  on  by 
the  Office  of  Farm  Management  has  produced  such  valuable  results.  The 
present  appropriation  will  permit  the  maintenance  of  but  one  survey  unit, 
capable  of  completing  about  six  600-farm  surveys  annually,  which  is  wholly 
inadequate  to  meet  the  constantly  increasing  demands  for  this  work.  The 
development  of  another  survey  unit  will  make  possible  six  additional  surveys 
annually  and  furnish  a basis  for  an  adequate  analysis  of  the  agriculture  of  a 
distinct  agricultural  region. 

It  is  proposed  to  use  the  remaining  $25,000  in  extending  the  small  farm- 
survey  work.  Heretofore  these  surveys  have  been  conducted  only  in  the 
Southern  States,  but,  in  view  of  the  necessity  for  furnishing  the  extension 
forces  with  basic  information  on  the  larger  farm-management  problems  for  as 
many  localities  as  possible,  it  is  very  important  that  this  line  of  work  be 
extended  to  the  Northern  and  Western  States.

transfer  of  24  messenger  boys  at  $480  to  the  lump  fund,  with  change  of  desig- 
nation to  “apprentice ” and  the  transfer  of  5 messenger  boys  from  the  lump  fund 
to  the  statutory  roll . These  changes  will  not  affect  the  number  of  places  but  will 
involve  an  increase  (exclusive  of  the  $2,160  due  to  the  transfer  of  5 employees 
from  the  lump  fund)  of  $7,350,  which  will  make  it  possible  to  promote  3 mes- 
engers  from  $660  to  $720,  7 from  $600  to  $660,  14  from  $480  to  $600,  5 from  $450 
to  $480,  and  41  (including  4 transferred  from  the  lump  fund  for  station  expenses) 
from  $360  to  $480. 

It  is  very  difficult  and  at  times  impossible  to  secure  active  and  intelligent 
messenger  boys  at  $360  per  annum.  When  such  boys  can  be  secured  they  serve 
only  a short  time,  become  dissatisfied  because  of  lack  of  advancement,  and 
resign.  Of  the  37  messenger  boys  at  $360  on  the  statutory  roll  19  have  resigned 
dining  the  past  year,  as  capable  boys  with  a little  training  are  able  to  secure 
considerably  better  salaries  from  commercial  concerns. 

Provision  is  also  made  for  the  transfer  of  24  selected  field  employees  in  the 
messenger  grade  at  $480  each  to  the  lump-sum  roll,  with  change  in  designation 
to  “apprentice.”  Under  the  rules  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission  messengers 
and  messenger  boys  can  not  perform  a number  of  technical  duties  devolving 
upon  commissioned  employees  except  when  these  are  performed  in  addition  to 
their  regular  duties.  Many  of  the  boys  have  shown  themselves  capable  of 
performing  work  not  contemplated  by  the  designation  “messenger”  or  “mes- 
senger boy.”  The  Civil  Service  Commission  has  authorized  the  department  to 
employ  these  boys  under  the  title  “apprentice”  for  the  performance  of  any  of 
the  legitimate  duties  of  which  they  are  capable.  This  arrangement  is  very 
advantageous,  inasmuch  as  it  enables  capable  boys  to  render  valuable  service 
and,  at  the  same  time,  gradually  acquire  experience  and  training  which  will 
eventually  qualify  them  for  the  position  of  observer.  Their  duties  are  techni- 
cal and  semiscientific  in  character,  and  it  is  believed  that  they  should 
properly  be  paid  from  lump-fund  appropriations.

NOTE. — There  is  an  apparent  increase  in  this  item  of  $100,100,  but,  taking 
into  consideration  transfers  to  the  statutory  roll  aggregating  $3,360  and  the 
transfer  of  24  apprentices  at  $480  each  from  the  statutory  roll  (a  total  of  .$11,520), 
the  actual  increase  is  $91,940.  It  is  proposed  to  use  this  sum  as  follows: 

1.  Fifteen  thousand  one  hundred  and  twenty  dollars  for  the  employment  of 
additional  observers  and  other  field  assistants  and  $15,260  for  equipment  and 
miscellaneous  expenses.  This  increase  is  made  necessary  by  the  normal 
growth  of  the  work  of  the  bureau  and  on  account  of  the  advance  in  prices  of 
supplies  and  materials. 

2.  Twenty-three  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  (plus  $1,500  in  the  item  for 
official  traveling  expenses)  for  investigating  frost-protecting  methods.  For  a 
number  of  years  the  bureau  has  issued  frost  warnings  for  the  guidance  of 
orchardists,  truckers,  and  others.  This  service  has  been  very  successful  and 
of  great  value  to  commercial  and  agricultural  interests.  Many  of  the  most 
successful  growers  have  spent  large  sums  of  money  for  protective  appliances, 
and,  in  order  to  realize  the  maximum  value  of  these  warnings,  it  will  be  neces- 
sary for  the  bureau  to  correlate  orchard  conditions  with  those  existing  at  the 
regular  forecasting  stations  of  the  bureau.  It  is  planned  to  conduct  investiga- 
tions in  the  important  fruit  sections  for  the  purpose  of  determining  the  most 
economical  and  efficient  methods  of  frost  protection  now  in  use  as  the  basis  of 
future  studies  and  experiments  looking  to  the  improvement  of  these  methods. 
This  will  include  the  testing  of  various  types  of  smudging  and  heating  apparatus 
to  ascertain  the  amount  of  heat  necessary  for  the  temperatures  likely  to  be 
experienced  in  different  localities.  Additional  men  and  apparatus  will  be 
required  in  these  tests. 

The  increase  of  $1,500  for  official  traveling  expenses  is  required  partly  for 
the  investigations  in  frost-protecting  methods;  also  for  the  service  as  a whole, 
including  the  improvement  in  the  equipment  of  storm-warning  stations  on  the 
Gulf  coast  described  in  the  next  paragraph.  The  increase  is  also  needed  to 
make  the  general  administration  of  the  field  work  thorough  and  effective. 
Daily  observations  and  reports  are  made  by  more  than  4,000  cooperative 
observers  who  receive  publications  in  exchange  for  their  reports  but  no  mone- 
tary compensation.  Nearly  1,000  additional  special  observers  render  tele- 
graphic reports  of  frost,  flood  conditions,  rainfall,  etc.,  and  receive  a small  com- 
pensation, usually  25  cents  per  observation,  but  never  exceeding  a maximum 
of  $25  per  month.  This  very  important  but  relatively  inexpensive  service 
can  be  maintained  at  a high  standard  of  accuracy  and  efficiency  only  by  an 
occasional  inspection  and  personal  instruction  by  the  section  director  having 
supervision  over  the  substation.  The  small  expenditure,  averaging  $5  per  sta- 
tion per  inspection,  about  once  in  two  years  for  this  purpose,  is  necessary  and 
highly  beneficial. 

3.  Ten  thousand  dollars  for  equipping  storm-warning  towers  on  the  Gulf 
coast  with  modern  apparatus,  bringing  them  up  to  the  standard  adopted  for 
lake  stations.  Such  equipment  will  enable  forecasters  to  render  more  efficient 
service  to  the  shipping  interests.  It  is  planned  to  install  this  additional  equip- 
ment under  the  direct  supervision  of  regular  bureau  employees  and  in  the  most 
economical  way  possible. 

4.  Three  thousand  and  sixty  dollars  for  extension  of  weather  service  in  the 
cotton  region.  About  120  substations  are  now  maintained  in  the  cotton  region, 
making  daily  reports  on  temperature,  rainfall,  etc.,  from  April  16  to  September 
30,  during  the  usual  growing  season.  Owing  to  seasonal  conditions,  the  crop 
is  planted  earlier  in  some  years  and  the  yield  continues  later  in  others.  There 
is  a demand  on  the  part  of  the  cotton  interests  to  extend  the  period  of  this 
service  so  that  reports  may  be  issued  from  April  1 to  October  31 . 

5.  Twenty-five  thousand  dollars  to  provide  promotions  for  field  men  of  the 
bureau.  It  is  proposed  to  bring  the  compensation  of  the  Weather  Bureau  men 
up  to  a scale  comparable  with  that  obtaining  in  other  bureaus  of  the  depart- 
ment and  in  other  branches  of  the  Government.  District  forecasters  and  others 
have  responsibilities  equally  as  great  and  render  services  equally  as  valuable 
to  the  public  as  do  those  receiving  a much  higher  rate  of  pay  in  other  branches 
of  the  Government  service.  The  same  need  for  adjustment  of  salaries  exists  in 
the  case  of  the  lower  salaried  field  men  of  the  bureau.

While  in- 
creased appropriations  have  thrown  upon  them  a greater  amount  of  work  and 
responsibility,  promotions  have  been  discouragingly  few.  The  statutory  sal- 
aries in  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  are  generally  lower  than  those  in  other 
branches  of  the  department.  It  is  with  a view  to  correcting  this  condi- 
tion that  this  recommendation  is  submitted.

NOTE. — There  is  an  apparent  increase  in  this  item  of  $70,500,  but,  taking 
into  consideration  transfers  to  the  statutory  roll,  the  actual  increase  is  $78,500, 
which  it  is  proposed  to  use  as  follows: 

Three  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  to  meet  the  increased  demand  for 
tuberculin  and  blackleg  vaccine. 

Seventy-five  thousand  dollars  for  the  development  of  methods  of  eradicating 
tuberculosis  among  live  stock,  testing  on  a large  scale  the  methods  which  have 
proved  efficient  in  controlling  the  disease  on  a small  area.  Bovine  tuberculosis 
probably  is  the  commonest,  the  most  destructive,  and  the  most  widely  dissemi- 
nated of  infectious  diseases  which  plague  domestic  animals.  Moreover,  it  is  the 
plague  of  the  lower  animals  which  ranks  first  in  the  frequency  with  which  it 
attacks  human  beings.  The  losses  caused  in  the  United  States  through  this 
disease,  exclusive  of  the  effect  on  human  health  through  the  use  of  food  products 
infected  with  its  germs,  annually  amount  to  millions  of  dollars.  The  Bureau  of 
Animal  Industry  has  found  it  an  easy  matter  to  keep  on  a small  area,  year  after 
year,  several  tuberculous  and  several  nontuberculous  groups  of  cattle,  without 
having  the  disease  spread  in  a single  instance  from  the  former  to  the  latter.  It 
also  has  been  found  an  easy  matter  to  raise  a healthy  herd  of  cattle  by  using  the 
offspring  of  an  intensely  infected  herd.  Only  the'  scrupulously  exact  observ- 
ance of  easily  practiced,  inexpensive  precautions  was  necessary.  If  an  appro- 
priation were  made  available  sufficient  to  repeat  on  a large  scale  precisely 
what  has  been  done  on  a small  scale  and  if  it  could  be  shown  on  a large  scale, 
embracing  possibly  one  or  two  whole  counties  in  some  State,  that  it  is  not 
difficult,  involves  no  great  expenditure  of  money  or  labor  on  the  part  of  the 
owners  of  cattle,  and  does  not  require  the  ruthless  destruction  of  economically 
valuable  animals  which  have  reacted  with  tuberculin  to  get  rid  of  tuberculosis 
among  cattle,  it  is  believed  that  this  would  prove  an  object  lesson  with  the 
highest  and  farthest  reaching  educational  value.  It  would  also  encourage 
owners  of  live  stock  everywhere  to  take  renewed  interest  in  the  gradual  but 
eventually  certain  liberation  of  their  animals  from  the  thraldom  of  a profit- 
consuming disease.

NOTE. — There  is  an  apparent  increase  in  this  item  of  $101,460,  but,  taking 
into  consideration  transfers  to  the  statutory  roll  aggregating  $15,560,  the  actual 
increase  is  $117,020,  which  it  is  planned  to  use  as  follows: 

Twenty-seven  thousand  nine  hundred  dollars  for  dairy  farming  investiga- 
tions and  demonstrations — $6,000  for  the  employment  of  additional  assistance 
in  connection  with  demonstration  work  in  dairying  in  the  Southern  States,  in 
cooperation  with  the  extension  divisions  of  the  State  agricultural  colleges; 

$8,400  for  similar  work  in  the  North;  and  $13,500  for  bull  association  develop- 
ment throughout  the  country. 

Thirty-five  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  for  dairy  manufacturing  work — 

$10,000  for  cooperative  work  with  creameries  relative  to  care  in  handling  cream 
and  problems  in  the  deterioration  of  cream;  $9,000  for  the  employment  of 
3 additional  creamery  specialists  to  assist  71  creameries  in  the  South;  and 
$16,500  for  the  extension  of  cheese-factory  investigations  in  the  South  and  West. 

Fifteen  thousand  two  hundred  and  twenty  dollars  for  dairy  research  work — 

$1,000  for  travel  expenses  to  enable  the  laboratory  workers  to  be  in  the  field  a 
part  of  the  time;  $1,100  to  secure  additional  assistance  and  necessary  supplies  in 
the  investigation  of  changes  in  butter;  $3,000  for  milk-condensing  investiga- 
tions; $4,120  for  investigations  in  the  utilization  of  creamery  and  cheese  factory 
by-products;  $3,000  for  Swiss  cheese  extension  work ; and  $3,000  for  demonstra- 
tions in  the  manufacture  of  soft  cheese. 

Twenty-three  thousand  four  hundred  dollars  for  market  milk  investigations — 

$2,400  for  additional  assistance  in  the  investigation  of  problems  of  pasteuriza- 
tion, cleaning  and  handling  utensils,  storage,  grading  of  milk,  etc.,  in  connec- 
tion with  the  management  of  milk  plants,  in  cooperation  with  the  Bureau  of 
Markets;  $6,000  for  additional  assistance  in  connection  with  the  study  of  the 
cost  of  milk  production;  and  $15,000  for  dairy  sanitation  extension  work. 

Fifteen  thousand  dollars  for  the  inauguration  of  new  work  in  the  improve- 
ment of  dairy  products  produced  and  consumed  on  the  farm.  It  is  desired  to 
organize  a group  of  dairy  specialists  capable  of  making  on  the  farm  any  of  the 
ordinary  farm  products,  such  as  butter,  cottage  cheese,  and  the  so-called  cream 
cheese.  Both  of  these  varieties  of  cheese  have  a nutritive  value  about  equal  to

that  of  meat.  These  specialists  would  assist  the  extension  workers,  especially 
the  domestic-science  workers,  in  improving  these  products,  devoting  about  a 
month’s  time  to  such  campaigns  in  a given  State.  At  the  end  of  that  time  the 
extension  workers  would  have  a fair  knowledge  of  the  subject  and  could  make 
demonstrations  in  connection  with  their  regular  work.  The  group  of  dairy 
specialists  would  then  be  free  to  go  to  another  State  and  continue  the  work 
there.  It  is  believed  that  much  good  would  result  from  this  phase  of  the 
educational  work. 

The  proviso  in  this  item  requiring  the  expenditure  of  $5,000  for  cheese 
investigations  and  demonstrations  is  omitted . It  is  expected  that  considerably 
more  than  $5,000  will  be  expended  in  this  work.

— There  is  an  apparent  increase  in  this  item  of  $69,260,  but,  taking 
into  consideration  transfers  to  the  statutory  roll  aggregating  $11,820,  the  actual 
increase  is  $81,080.  There  is  no  change  in  the  amount  for  military  horse 
breeding,  the  apparent  reduction  from  $25,000  to  $22,840  being  due  to  transfers 
to  the  statutory  roll.  There  is  an  apparent  increase  of  $8,380  in  the  allotment 
for  poultry  investigations,  but,  on  account  of  transfers  to  the  statutory  roll,  the 
actual  increase  is  $10,000.

Two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  for  studies  of  beef  production  in  the  corn 
belt,  in  cooperation  with  the  Office  of  Farm  Management.  The  number  of 
farms  studied  in  the  original  survey  was  too  small  to  enable  the  bureau  to  draw 
general  deductions. 

Twelve  thousand  two  hundred  and  eighty  dollars  for  range  sheep  investiga- 
tions. During  the  current  fiscal  year  it  is  expected  to  move  the  experimental 
flock  of  sheep  now  being  maintained  on  a private  range  near  Laramie,  Wyo.,  to 
a new  location  on  Government  property  in  Idaho.  This  increase  is  requested 
to  meet  the  expense  of  equipping  the  new  station. 

Three  thousand  eight  hundred  dollars  for  farm  sheep  investigations,  to  con- 
tinue the  study  of  the  principles  of  raising  sheep  on  the  farm,  particularly  in 
connection  with  the  use  of  forage,  the  methods  of  handling  the  farm  flock  under 
average  conditions,  and  the  adaptability  of  breeds,  etc.  Farmers  everywhere 
are  being  attracted  to  sheep  raising  on  account  of  the  high  prices  of  lambs  and 
wool  and  because  of  the  constantly  increasing  consumption  of  lamb  and  mutton. 

Twenty-five  thousand  dollars  for  farm  sheep  demonstrations,  to  enable  the 
bureau  to  place  a number  of  qualified  assistants  in  the  field  to  carry  on  demon- 
strations in  sheep  raising,  in  cooperation  with  the  States  Relations  Service  and 
the  agricultural  colleges. 

Twelve  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  for  the  organization  of  pig  clubs.  On 
July  1 there  were  21,000  members  in  the  pig  clubs  in  the  13  States  in  which  the 
work  was  being  conducted . This  increase  will  make  possible  the  inauguration 
of  the  work  in  5 or  7 additional  States  during  the  fiscal  year  1918. 

Ten  thousand  dollars  for  the  inauguration  of  poultry  clubs.  During  the  last 
year  the  membership  in  poultry  clubs  has  more  than  doubled,  the  total  mem- 
bership exceeding  8.500,  and  agents  are  stationed  in  7 States.  With  this 
increase  the  work  can  be  inaugurated  in  5 or  6 additional  States  during  the  fiscal 
year  1918. 

Fifteen  thousand  dollars  for  purchase  of  land  at  Middlebury,  Vt.  Additional 
language  is  added  to  the  animal-husbandry  item  providing  for  the  purchase  of 
land  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Morgan  horse  farm,  near  Middlebury,  Vt.  The 
present  farm  consists  of  approximately  500  acres  of  more  or  less  rocky  soil,  not 
well  adapted  for  the  production  of  forage,  and  it  is  desired  to  secure  an  addi- 
tional tract  of  contiguous  land  suitable  for  raising  feed  for  horses  and  sheep  and 
for  providing  additional  pasturage.

NOTE. — There  is  an  apparent  increase  in  this  item  of$53,100,  but,  taking  into 
consideration  transfers  to  the  statutory  roll,  aggregating  $6,900,  the  actual  in- 
crease is  $60,000.  The  apparent  decreases  in  the  amount  for  the  control  of 
viruses,  etc.,  from  $175,000  to  $172,240,  and  in  the  allotment  for  research  work 
from  $35,000  to  $32,060,  are  due  to  transfers  to  the  statutory  roll  and  do  not  con- 
stitute actual  decreases. 

It  is  proposed  to  use  this  entire  increase  of  $60,000  for  the  field  hog-cliolera 
work  as  distinguished  from  the  work  connected  with  the  enforcement  of  the 
virus-serum-toxin  act.  The  appropriation  for  the  current  fiscal  year  for  hog- 
cholera  field  work  is  $150,000.  In  addition,  there  remains  a balance  of  approxi- 
mately $45,000  from  the  appropriation  made  by  the  act  of  February  23,  1914, 
so  that  a total  of  $195,000  is  available  for  this  purpose.  With  the  additional 
$60,000  recommended,  there  will  be  available  for  the  fiscal  year  1918  $210,000, 
or  only  $15,000  more  than  the  amount  that  will  be  expended  for  this  work 
during  the  current  year.  The  bureau  now  is  engaged  in  intensive  or  regu- 
latory work,  in  cooperation  with  the  State  authorities,  in  about  100  counties  in 
13  States,  and  demands  for  the  extension  of  the  work_  to  additional  territory 
constantly  are  being  received .

class  of  hog-cholera  work,  and  during  the  season  when  the  disease  is  most  preva- 
lent this  force  necessarily  will  have  to  be  increased.  The  loss  from  hog  cholera 
during  1915  was  approximately  $35,000,000,  or  only  about  one-half  as  great  as  in 
1913,  while  the  production  of  hogs  increased  5 per  cent.  At  the  present  time 
considerable  educational  work  is  being  carried  on  in  various  States  in  coopera- 
tion with  the  extension  forces  of  the  State  colleges  and  the  States  Relations 
Service,  but  no  part  of  the  appropriation  recommended  is  to  be  devoted  to 
this  purpose.

Dourine  infection  has  been  found  to  involve  a larger  area  than  was  at  first 
anticipated,  and  while  the  disease  has  probably  been  eradicated  from  Iowa  and 
Nebraska,  and  practically  eradicated  from  certain  sections  of  North  Dakota, 

South  Dakota,  and  Montana,  it  will  be  necessary  during  the  next  year  or  two  to 
maintain  a careful  supervision  over  the  territory  believed  to  be  cleaned  up  and 
to  test  the  breeding  stock  each  spiing  as  a precautionary  measure. 

This  disease  is  very  serious  in  certain  sections  of  Wyoming,  and  urgent  ap- 
peals have  been  received  for  help.  The  department,  however,  has  been  able 
to  do  little  more  than  start,  the  investigations  in  that  State  on  account  of  the 
limited  funds  available.  In  Arizona  dourine  exists  on  the  Navajo  Reserva- 
tion and  in  other  sections.  This  reservation  covers  an  extensive  area,  requir- 
ing the  services  of  a large  force  of  inspectors  properly  to  conduct  the  work  of 
eradication.  Appropriations  for  this  purpose  have  been  inadequate  hereto- 
fore. 

It  is  estimated  that  it  will  require  a total  of  §100,000  to  conduct  the  dourine 
eradication  work  effectively  and  to  meet  all  claims  for  indemnity.  When 
funds  have  been  available  the  department  has  been  paying  one-half  of  the 
appraised  value  of  the  horses  slaughtered,  not  to  exceed  §100  for  any  one  animal, 
but  it  has  been  impossible  to  pay  such  share  for  all  horses  slaughtered,  thus 
working  a hardship  on  the  owners. 

New  language  has  been  added  to  this  item,  providing  that  $50,000  shall  be 
made  immediately  available.  It  is  essential  that  a large  force  of  inspectors 
should  be  placed  in  the  field  during  the  spring  and  early  summer.  Where  this 
can  not  be  done  it  is  not  possible  properly  to  test  all  stallions  and  mares  prior 
to  the  breeding  season  or  to  take  advantage  of  the  spring  ‘ ‘ round-ups  ” for  secur- 
ing blood  serum.  Unless  tests  are  made  prior  to  the  breeding  season,  many 
infected  animals  will  not  be  eliminated  from  the  herd  but  will  remain  on  the 
range  at  a time  when  they  will  be  very  certain  to  spread  infection.

Of  this  increase  $22,380  covers  the  transfer  of  25  places 
from  the  statutory  roll.  It  is  proposed  to  use  the  remaining  $215,340  as  follows: 
For  the  employment  of  55  additional  veterinary  inspectors  and  75  lay  in- 
spectors, $141,600. 

For  the  promotion  of  108  veterinary  inspectors  and  735  lay  inspector’s,  $73,740. 
These  promotions  are  recommended  in  order  properly  to  recognize  deserving 
employees  who  have  rendered  efficient  and  prolonged  service  and  to  keep 
good  men  in  the  service.  The  additions  to  the  force  are  required  adequately 
to  carry  the  meat-inspection  law  and  regulations  into  effect  by  more  fully 
supervising  the  operations  of  official  establishments  and  by  providing  for  the 
supervision  of  additional  establishments  and  of  new  departments  which  are 
being  added  to  existing  establishments.

Five  thousand  dollars  for  investigating  a widespread  bacterial  disease  of 
sweet  corn  known  as  “Stewart’s  disease,”  which  causes  serious  losses  to  grow- 
ers. The  disease  is  transmitted  on  the  seed,  and  it  appears  that  it  can  be  con- 
trolled, at  least  partially,  by  seed  treatment.  It  has  been  discovered  that  it  is 
extending  to  field  corn.  Extensive  observations  are  contemplated  in  the 
corn  belt  to  determine  the  distribution  of  the  disease  and  the  extent  of  injury 
to  field  corn,  and  extensive  laboratory  and  field  experiments  should  be  under- 
taken to  determine  the  best  methods  for  insuring  the  use  of  healthy  seed  for 
planting. 

Three  thousand  dollars  for  investigating  a new  bacterial  disease  of  wheat 
found  in  Kansas  during  the  past  year.  Reports  indicate  that  this  disease  has 
done  very  serious  injury  to  wheat  fields  over  a considerable  area.  Practically 
no  technical  work  has  as  yet  been  inaugurated  upon  this  disease,  particularly 
regarding  the  manner  of  its  distribution,  the  conditions  under  which  it  may 
become  serious,  and  means  of  combatting  it.  It  is  feared  that  the  wheat  kernel 
may  become  infected  with  the  disease,  thus  insuring  its  rapid  spread.  An  in- 
auguration of  laboratory  and  greenhouse  tests  and  field  observations  of  the 
extent  of  the  disease  is  believed  to  be  important. 

Ten  thousand  dollars  for  the  proper  organization  and  maintenance  of  a plant- 
disease  survey.  New  language  authorizing  this  work  has  been  added  to  the 
paragraph.  Prompt  information  as  to  the  appearance  of  destructive  plant 
diseases  and  determination  of  the  extent  of  injury  is  essential  both  to  the  intel- 
ligent establishment  of  quarantines  and  to  the  application  of  control  measures. 
The  work  as  now  carried  on  in  cooperation  with  State  stations  is  not  sufficiently 
complete  or  effective.  Its  adequate  prosecution  will  necessitate  the  employ- 
ment of  2 specialists  and  50  collaborators  (1  in  each  State),  with  provision  for 
their  expenses  for  which  $5,000  is  estimated;  also  the  conduct  of  special 
surveys  in  connection  with  the  distribution  of  special  diseases  and  disease 
epidemics,  including  travel  and  incidental  expenses,  for  which  $5,000  more 
will  be  needed.  With  the  establishment  of  an  adequate  plant-disease  survey, 
furthermore,  it  would  be  possible  to  maintain  a supply  of  type  specimens  of 
important  plant  diseases  for  study  and  comparison  by  specialists  throughout 
the  country.

— There  is  an  apparent  increase  of  $23,800  in  this  item,  but  taking 
into  consideration  the  transfer  to  the  statutory  roll  of  one  laboratory  aid  or  clerk 
at  $1,200,  the  actual  increase  is  $25,000,  which  it  is  proposed  to  use  as  follows: 

Five  thousand  dollars  for  thoroughly  testing  and  perfecting  methods  of 
controlling  fungous  diseases  of  watermelon  which  cause  very  heavy  losses 
both  in  the  field  and  in  transit;  and  to  bring  about  general  adoption  of  such 
methods  by  growers. 

Five  thousand  dollars  for  investigating  tomato  phoma  rot,  lettuce  drop,  and 
celery  leaf  blight,  soft  rot,  and  heart  rot.  These  diseases  are  particularly 
troublesome  in  the  southern  trucking  districts  and  therefore  can  be  handled 
as  a single  problem.  Serious  losses  are  caused  by  these  diseases,  but  pre- 
ventative measures  must  await  the  inauguration  of  the  proposed  investigations. 

Five  thousand  dollars  for  inaugurating  investigations  upon  tomato  diseases 
in  the  trucking  districts  of  Maryland,  Delaware,  and  New  Jersey,  where  wilt, 
blossom-end  rot,  mosaic,  etc.,  are  causing  serious  losses  annually.  It  is  pro- 
posed to  conduct  much  of  this  work  in  cooperation  with  the  State  experiment 
stations. 

Three  thousand  dollars  for  the  development  of  the  truck-crop  extension 
work  in  the  North  and  West  in  cooperation  with  the  States  Relations  Service 
similar  to  the  advisory  work  already  inaugurated  in  the  Southern  States, 
especially  in  connection  with  cotton  diseases. 

Five  thousand  dollars  for  investigating  various  bean  diseases  and  to  promote 
the  propagation  and  distribution  of  disease-free  seed.  Much  of  the  work  will 
be  done  in  cooperation  with  the  experiment  stations  of  New  York,  Michigan, 
and  other  States.  The  total  annual  value  of  beans  produced  in  the  United 
States  is  approximately  $25,000,000,  and  it  is  not  uncommon  for  the  States  to 
report  a 10  to  20  per  cent  loss  from  anthraenose. 

Two  thousand  dollars  for  investigating  alfalfa  crown  wart,  alfalfa  yellows, 
clover  sickness,  and  the  various  root  rots,  leaf  spots,  and  other  diseases  of  forage 
plants.

NOTE. — There  is  an  apparent  increase  in  this  item  of  $32,430,  but,  as  it  is 
proposed  to  transfer  to  this  paragraph  the  fiber-plant,  investigations  now  car- 
ried under  ihe  item  for  “crop  technology  and  fiber-plant,  investigations,”  and 
to  reduce  the  latter  item  by  $7,430  (the  amount  now  allotted  to  the  fiber-plant 
work),  the  actual  increase  for  crop  acclimatization  is  $25,000. 

The  language  of  the  paragraph  has  also  been  amended  to  provide  for  this 
transfer  of  the  fiber  work.  This  change  is  recommended  on  account  of  the 
close  relationship  existing  between  the  fiber-plant  work  and  the  cotton-breed- 
ing investigations  carried  on  under  the  crop-acclimatization  item. 

The  increase  in  this  item  is  desired,  and  is  believed  to  be  of  unusual  im- 
portance, because  of  the  insufficient  supply  of  sisal  and  other  hard  fibers  for 
the  manufacture  of  binder  twine.  The  prices  of  henequen,  a fiber  produced  in 
Yucatan,  have  been  very  rapidly  increasing,  and  the  consumption  of  binder 
twine  in  this  country  is  increasing  so  rapidly  that  even  if  satisfactory  condi- 
tions for  the  production  of  hard  fiber  should  be  secured  in  Yucatan  the  sup- 
ply of  binder  twine  manufactured  will  be  inadequate.  An  immediate  investi- 
gation should  be  made  of  the  regions  in  which  the  production  of  hard  fibers 
may  be  increased,  especially  Porto  Prico,  the  West  Indies,  parts  of  Central 
America,  Hawaii,  and  the  Philippines,  and  where  feasible  these  investiga- 
tions should  include  practical  demonstrations  as  to  the  best  method  of  pre- 
paring fiber.

The  investigation  of  certain  manufacturing  aspects  of  the  table-sirup  work, 
involving  an  expenditure  of  $4,000,  which  during  the  current  fiscal  year  has 
been  paid  for  out  of  this  item,  is  now  provided  for  in  the  estimates  for  the  Bu- 
reau of  Chemistry,  thus  making  available  for  the  plant-industry  phases  of  the 
table-sirup  work  an  actual  increase  of  $6,500,  and  an  actual  increase  in  the 
working  funds  for  sugar-plant  investigations  of  $9,000.  It  is  proposed  to  use 
this  increase  as  follows:

varied  in  different  States  from  39  cents  in  Mississippi  to  72  cents  in  Utah. 
Sweet  sorghum  is  an  important  farm  crop  in  about  half  of  the  States,  and  it  is 
probable  that  its  value  may  be  increased  by  careful  attention  to  cultural 
methods,  selection  of  varieties,  etc. 

One  thousand  dollars  for  experimental  work  in  the  control  of  sugar-beet  nem- 
atodes. Recent  consideration  of  the  relation  of  nematode  infestation  to  the 
yield  and  quality  of  sugar  beets  indicates  the  urgent  importance  of  under- 
taking careful  investigations  regarding  the  areas  now  seriously  infested  with 
nematodes  and  also  the  inauguration  of  experimental  methods  for  controlling 
the  destructive  action  of  these  worms  in  infested  areas. 

One  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  for  a special  investigation,  in  coopera- 
tion with  the  Bureau  of  Entomology,  of  the  curly-top  disease  of  sugar  beets,  a 
malady  which  seriously  limits  the  yield  and  quality  of  this  crop  and  which  is 
now  believed  to  be  transmitted  primarily  by  certain  insects,  although  the 
causative  oganism  of  curly-top  is  still  unknown. 

The  following  changes  in  language  also  are  recommended:  The  substitution 
of  the  words  “sugar-plant”  for  “sugar-beet”  so  that  the  authority  will  cover 
the  work  on  cane  and  sorghum  sirup;  the  substitution  of  “cane  and  sorghum 
sirup”  for  “table-sirup.  ” in  order  clearly  to  indicate  the  character  of  the  work 
proposed;  and  the  omission  of  the  words  “and  the  methods  of  manufacture, 
standardization,  and  marketing  of  sirup,”  so  as  to  limit  the  work  purely  to  plant 
industry  problems.

This  increase  is  recommended  for  the  purpose  of  continuing  and  enlarging 
the  bulb  cultural  investigations  at  Bellingham,  Wash.  The  department’s 
efforts  to  stimulate  the  domestic  production  of  spring  flowering  bulbs,  which 
now  are  imported  from  Europe  to  the  extent  of  more  than  $1,000,000  annually, 
have  demonstrated  the  possibility  of  producing  bulbs  of  superior  quality.  A 
number  of  cultural  problems  remain  to  be  investigated  more  thoroughly,  and, 
in  order  to  secure  the  best  results,  it  is  considered  desirable  to  conduct  the 
work  on  a somewhat  larger  and  broader  scale  than  heretofore  has  been  possible 
with  the  funds  and  authority  available  under  the  congressional  seed  item.

Private  parties  have  offered  to  deed  this 
land  to  the  Government,  and  the  estimate  of  $10,000  is  intended  to  cover  the 
general  equipment  of  the  garden,  including  the  clearing  of  land,  erection  of 
temporary  buildings,  and  the  general  operation  of  the  station.  The  need  of  a 
plant-introduction  garden  located  where  a wide  range  of  plants  adapted  to 
humid  winter  and  mild  summer  climate  can  be  cheaply  and  effectively  propa- 
gated and  tested  for  distribution  has  long  been  felt.  This  matter  has  received 
very  thorough  and  careful  consideration,  and  the  conclusion  reached  that,  the 
Puget  Sound  region  more  fully  meets  the  requirements  of  the  situation  than 
any  other  section  of  the  country.

And  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  is  hereby  directed  to  expend

seeds,  bulbs,  shrubs,  vines,  cuttings,  and  plants,  or  any  part 
thereof,  for  a period  of  not  more  than  five  years  nor  less  than 
one  year,  if  by  such  action  he  can  best  protect  the  interests  of 
the  United  States.  An  equal  proportion  of  five-sixths  of  all 
seeds,  bulbs,  shrubs,  vines,  cuttings,  and  plants,  shall,  upon 
their  request,  after  due  notification  by  the  Secretary  of  Agri- 
culture that  the  allotment  to  their  respective  districts  is  ready 
for  distribution,  be  supplied  to  Senators,  Representatives,  and 
Delegates  in  Congress  for  distribution  among  their  constituents, 
or  mailed  by  the  department  upon  the  receipt  of  their  ad- 
dressed franks,  in  packages  of  such  weight  as  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  and  the  Postmaster  General  may  jointly  determine:

A de- 
crease of  $6,200  is  shown  for  general  administration,  making  an  apparent  in- 
crease in  the  entire  item  of  $16,060.  Taking  into  consideration  transfers  to  the 
statutory  roll  aggregating  $41,940,  the  actual  increase  is  $58,000.  This  sum  is 
necessary  more  effectively  to  meet  the  needs  of  fire  protection  and  the  fluctua- 
tion in  the  volume  of  business  transactions  on  the  different  forests.  It  is  pro- 
posed to  use  the  increase  as  follows: 

Twenty-seven  thousand  four  hundred  dollars  for  the  employment  of  addi- 
tional short-term  lookouts,  patrolmen,  and  guards  in  the  prevention,  protec- 
tion, and  suppression  of  fires  on  the  national  forests.  The  present  appropria- 
tions for  certain  national  forests  are  inadequate  effectively  to  safeguard  the 
timber. 

Twenty-two  thousand  two  hundred  dollars  for  additional  scalers  and  for 
brush  burning  and  other  expenses  incident  to  the  increased  timber  sales.  The 
timber  sales  business  on  certain  forests  has  so  increased  that  it  can  not  be 
properly  handled  with  the  present  force. 

Eight  thousand  four  hundred  dollars  for  additional  grazing  examiners,  whose 
services  are  urgently  needed  properly  to  handle  the  allotment  of  range  and  to 
meet  other  problems  incident  to  the  grazing  of  live  stock  on  the  national 
forests.

(а)  $25,000  for  demonstrations  on  a commercial  scale  of  the  practical  results 
of  important  laboratory  investigations,  which,  on  a small  scale,  have  been  suc- 
cessful. New  language  has  been  added  to  the  item  to  give  authority  for  con- 
ducting such  demonstrations.  Projects  which  will  receive  first  attention  are 
the  making,  under  improved  processes,  of  Kraft  paper  from  the  waste  from 
lumbering  operations  with  southern  pine  and  other  species,  the  utilization  of 
bark  waste,  and  the  kiln-drying  of  western  larch  and  other  species.  The  adop- 
tion by  the  wood-using  industry  of  the  improved  processes  developed  through 
the  investigations  of  the  Forest  Products  Laboratory  will  be  greatly  delaved 
unless  they  can  be  demonstrated  on  a commercial  scale  which  is  not  possible 
with  present  appropriations. 

(б)  $12,500  for  the  employment  of  additional  assistance  in  the  investigation 
of  such  problems  of  the  lumbering  industry  as  the  more  complete  utilization 
and  more  effective  logging  and  manufacturing  methods,  pulp  making,  etc. 

The  present  development  of  forest-products  investigations  has  shown  that  the 
wood-using  industries  more  effectively  can  be  served  by  an  increase  in  the 
administrative  staff  of  the  Forest  Products  Laboratory. 

(c)  $10,000  for  investigations  of  forestry  and  forest  products  in  Latin  American 
countries  under  authority  provided  for  by  the  new  language  proposed  in  the 
introductory  paragraph  to  the  general  expense  items.  See  note  under  item  94.

The  purpose  of  these  improvements 
is  to  increase  the  grazing  capacity  of  the  national-forest  ranges  and  promote 
their  fullest,  use  by  stockmen.  Heretofore  improvements  of  this  character 
have  been  made  largely  by  the  stockmen  themselves  or  under  cooperative 
agreements  with  the  Forest  Service.  The  curtailment  of  public  range  through 
settlement  and  location  under  the  various  public-land  laws  has  increased  the 
demand  for  pasturage  within  the  national  forests  and  made  it  necessary  to  ex- 
pend an  increased  amount  for  range  improvements  to  provide  for  a larger  num- 
ber of  stock.  Receipts  from  grazing  permits  during  the  past  fiscal  year  were 
$1,202,304,  an  increase  of  $77,627  over  receipts  for  the  previous  year.  The 
department  now  has  in  contemplation  an  increase  in  the  charge  for  grazing 
privileges.  This  increase,  if  made,  should  result  in  an  increase  of  at  least 
$200,000  in  the  receipts.  Before  final  action  is  taken  the  department  will  give 
interested  parties  an  opportunity  to  be  heard.  If  the  plan  is  made  effective, 
it  will  become  operative  on  March  1,  1916,  and  will  make  it  necessary  for  the 
Government  to  do  a larger  portion  of  the  improvement  work.

NOTE. — The  language  of  this  item  has  been  amended  by  the  insertion  of  the 
words  “or  for  carrying  out  its  purposes”  and  “title  attorneys.” 

At  present  reports  on  title  examination  of  lands  in  course  of  acquisition  under 
the  Weeks  forestry  law,  prepared  in  the  field  by  title  attorneys  of  this  depart- 
ment, are  referred  to  the  United  States  attorneys  for  the  respective  judicial 
districts  in  which  the  several  parcels  are  located  for  the  preparation  of  opinions 
as  to  the  sufficiency  of  the  title.  When  condemnation  is  recommended  by  this 
department  the  United  States  attorneys  customarily  prepare  the  petitions  to 
the  court  therefor.  Offices  of  the  United  States  attorneys  are  so  crowded  with 
other  business  that  this  procedure  causes  long  delays.  Much  of  these  delays 
could  be  avoided  if  this  department  were  authorized  to  transfer  to  Washington 
some  of  its  more  experienced  title  attorneys  for  the  purpose  of  having  them, 
instead  of  the  United  States  attorneys,  review  the  reports  and  draft  the  con- 
demnation petitions  previous  to  the  reports  or  the  requests  for  condemnation 
being  transmitted  to  the  Department  of  Justice.  Such  transfer  would  be  essen- 
tial in  order  to  enable  the  solicitor  of  this  department  effectively  to  supervise 
and  direct  the  kind  of  new  activities  which  the  scheme  contemplates  that  this 
department  would  undertake.  It  is  understood  that  similar  work  in  the  Inte- 
rior Department  under  the  reclamation  statutes  is  handled  in  Washington  in 
the  way  here  proposed. 

The  increase  of  $10,000  in  the  amount  for  expenditure  in  Washington  is  rec- 
ommended in  order  to  enable  the  department  to  put  this  plan  into  effect. 
While  the  change  suggested  would  result  in  this  department  doing  some  work 
which  the  Department  of  Justice  now  does,  in  the  end  the  cost  to  the  Govern- 
ment would  be  no  greater;  it  is  believed  it  would  be  much  less.  The  reduction 
of  the  delay  in  finally  concluding  purchases  and  condemnations  would  even- 
tually be  an  economy;  it  would  also  be  a great  satisfaction  to  the  sellers  of  lands. 

By  the  use  of  the  word  “therein,”  the  privilege  of  expenditure  in  Washing- 
ton is  restricted  to  moneys  already  appropriated  by  the  original  Weeks  forestry 
act  of  March  1,  1911.  If  the  words  suggested  to  follow  “therein”  were  incor- 
porated in  the  bill,  the  same  privilege  would  be  applicable  to  any  other  moneys 
appropriated  for  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  that  statute.

NOTE. — This  is  a new  item,  although  similar  work  has  been  under  way  for 
the  past  three  years  under  an  allotment  of  $4,000  from  a special  item  of  $10,000 
carried  under  the  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
Bureau  of  Plant  Industry  item  of  $10,000  was  provided  for  investigating  all 
phases  of  the  cane-sirup  work,  including  studies  relating  to  production  and 
methods  of  manufacture,  marketing,  etc.,  and  that  only  $4,000  of  this  amount 
has  been  allotted  to  the  Bureau  of  Chemistry,  this  new  item  represents  an 
actual  increase  of  $3,000  for  investigating  the  manufacturing  problems  in- 
volved. The  funds  heretofore  available  have  been  insufficient  for  this  pur- 
pose, and  it  is  estimated  that  it  will  require  a total  of  $7,000  to  continue  the 
work  already  under  way  and  adequately  provide  for  its  extension.  Laboratory 
experiments  have  developed  a method  for  making  cane  sirup  which  will  not 
readily  ferment  or  crystallize.  It  is  now  proposed  to  apply  these  methods 
practically  on  a commercial  scale.

next  paragraph  ( submitted ) $75,000.00 

Hereafter,  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  in  the  enforcement  of  the 
food  ana  drugs  act  of  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  six 
( Thirty-fourth  Statutes  at  Large,  page  seven  hundred  and  sixty- 
eight),  as  amended,  hereinafter  called  the  Act , the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  shall  have  authority,  from  time  to  time,  to  establish 
standards  of  strength,  quality  or  purity  for  articles  of  food,  and  for 
articles  of  drugs  sold  under  or  by  a name  not  recognized  in  the 
United  States  Pharmacopoeia  or  National  Formulary  official  at 
the  time  of  promulgation  of  the  standards,  and  to  alter  or  revoke 
the  same;  but  no  such  standard,  or  the  alteration  or  revocation 
thereof,  shall  be  effective  until  a date,  to  be  specified  in  the  order  of 
promulgation,  which  shall  be  not  less  than  one  year  from  the  date  of 
the  order.  Whenever  a sta  ndard  of  strength,  quality  or  purity  for 
any  such  a rticle  shall  be  in  effect  hereunder,  each  such  article,  if  it 
fail  to  conform  to  such  standard,  shall,  on  that  account,  be  deemed 
misbranded,  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act,  unless  it  be  labeled  so 
as  plainly  and  conspicuously  to  show  that,  and  how , it  differs 
from  the  standard,  and  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  provisions  of  the 
Act  to  the  same  extent  and  in  the  same  way  as  an  article  misbranded, 
in  any  other  respect  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act. 

NOTE. — This  is  a new  item.  It  covers  all  foods  but  only  such  drugs  as  are 
not  included  in  Ihe  United  States  Pharmacopoeia  or  the  National  Formulary 
official  at  the  time  of  the  promulgation  of  the  standards.  This  authority  will 
enable  the  department  to  enforce  more  effectively  the  food  and  drugs  act. 

Standards  will  not  only  aid  in  the  enforcement  of  the  law  but  will  be  of  benefit 
to  the  honest  manufacturer  or  producer  and  to  the  consumer.  Standards  will 
reduce  the  cost  of  prosecuting  violators  of  the  law  because  it  is  now  necessary 
to  establish  in  each  case  where  standards  are  involved  by  expert  or  trade  wit- 
nesses what  is  a fair  standard  for  each  product.  If  legal  standards  are  adopted, 
it  will  be  necessary  to  prove  only  to  what  extent  the  food  product  under  con- 
sideration is  below  the  legal  standard.  Standards  will  aid  the  manufacturer 
by  informing  him  exactly  what  degree  of  quality  or  purity  his  product  should 
reach  and  make  competition  on  a fairer  basis.  They  will  also  aid  the  manu- 
facturer by  promoting  uniformity  among  the  States,  as  most  of  the  States 
probably  will  accept  the  Federal  standards,  thus  enabling  the  manufacturer 
to  produce  a uniform  product  that  will  be  legal  anywhere  in  the  United  States. 

Standards  will  aid  the  consumers  because  it  will  enable  them  to  know-  what 
quality  they  may  expect  in  standard  goods,  and  they  will  be  notified  by  state-

ments  on  the  label  if  the  product  varies  from  the  standard.  Standards  will 
make  the  adulteration  and  misbranding  features  of  the  food  and  drugs  act 
clearer  and  thus  make  the  law  more  easily  obeyed  by  the  producers  and  more 
easily  enforced  by  the  department.  Experience  shows  that  it  is  always  ex- 
pensive, frequently  difficult,  and  at  times  impossible  to  maintain  prosecution 
against  articles  clearly  adulterated  and  misbranded.  Much  of  the  expense 
and  difficulty  now  being  experienced  in  the  enforcement  of  the  food  and  drugs 
act  will  be  avoided  by  the  establishment  of  enforceable  legal  standards.

(68)  Hereafter,  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  in  the  enforcement  of  the  food 

and  drugs  act  of  J une  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  six  ( Thirty- 
fourth  Statutes  at  Large,  page  seven  hundred  and  sixty -eight) , as 
amended,  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  shall  have  authority,  within 
all  reasonable  hours,  to  inspect,  or  to  cause  to  be  inspected,  the

w ithin  the  meaning  of  said  Act,  as  amended;  and  every  person  who 
assaults,  resists,  impedes  or  interferes  with  any  officer  or  em- 
ployee of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,  authorized' 
to  mahe  such  inspection,  in  the  execution  of  his  duties  or  on  account 
of  the  execution  of  his  duties,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a misde- 
meanor, and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  fined  not  more  than 
one  tho  usa  nd  dollars  or  be  imprisoned  for  not  more  than  one  year, 
or  both. 

NOTE. — This  is  a new  item.  The  food  and  drugs  act  confers  no  specific 
authority  to  inspect  establishments  in  which  foods  and  drugs  are  prepared  for 
interstate  commerce.  The  right  of  the  department  to  make  such  inspections 
has  been  questioned.  The  enforcement  of  the  law  depends  upon  efficient 
inspections.  There  is  much  unnecessary  difficulty  by  the  lack  of  specific 
authority  in  the  law.  Factory  inspections  heretofore  made  at  the  invitation  or 
with  the  acquiescence  of  the  proprietor  have  enabled  the  department  often  to 
make  valuable  suggestions  as  to  improvements  in  methods  and  cost  of  pro- 
duction.

NOTE. — There  is  an  increase  in  this  item  of  $17,600,  which  it  is  proposed 
to  utilize  as  follows: 

(a)  $2,600  to  enlarge  the  work  with  chestnut  weevils  and  miscellaneous  nut 
insects.  In  the  enforcement  of  the  food  and  drugs  act  it  has  been  found  nec- 
essary to  condemn  numerous  interstate  shipments  of  wormy  chestnuts.  In  or- 
der to  remedy  this  situation,  it  is  desirable  that  assistance  be  rendered  to  growers 
and  jobbers  in  controlling  these  pests.  The  chestnut  crop  is  a very  important 
one  in  the  Eastern  States,  but  the  present  appropriation  is  inadequate  for  a 
thorough  investigation  of  the  problem. 

(b)  $5,000  to  establish  a field  laboratory  in  the  Ozark  Mountain  region  of 
Arkansas,  a very  important  orchard  section,  which  suffers  unusually  heavy 
losses  from  insect  attacks. 

(c)  $8,000  to  establish  a field  station  in  one  of  the  New  England  States  to 
carry  out  large-scale  control  measures  against  the  apple-tree  tent  caterpillar, 
which  during  the  past  two  or  three  years  has  been  a veritable  plague  in  the 
area  concerned.  It  is  also  planned  to  investigate  other  serious  orchard  insect 
pests  in  this  region. 

(d)  $2,000  to  enlarge  the  work  on  insecticides.  An  additional  employee  is 
needed  to  prepare  for  publication,  in  cooperation  with  the  Bureau  of  Chem- 
istry, monographic  reports  on  various  classes  of  insecticides.

The 
Hessian  fly  has  been  known  to  injure  the  wheat  crop  to  the  extent  of  more 
than  10  per  cent  of  the  ent  ire  production,  and,  as  the  annual  value  of  this  crop 
is  more  than  $1,000,000,000,  it  is  believed  that  the  increase  recommended  is 
fully  justified.

NOTE. — This  is  a new  item.  There  is  a strong  demand  from  many  sources 
for  the  investigation  of  insect  diseases.  Fungus  parasitism  among  insects  is  a 
recognized  fact,  and  the  employment  of  insect-attacking  fungi  may  become 
one  of  the  principal  means  of  defense  against  crop  pests.  In  such  investiga- 
tions it  is  possible  to  work  with  forms  of  fungi  at  present  in  this  country,  to 
introduce  new  forms,  and  to  devise  methods  of  spreading  the  fungus  organisms 
in  the  field,  but  in  order  that  this  may  be  properly  done  it  is  necessary  first  to 
know  the  peculiarities  of  the  fungi  involved,  the  methods  of  growth,  infection, 
etc.,  and,  by  the  use  of  artificial  culture,  means  devised  for  spreading  these 
parasites  in  the  field.  Although  such  investigations  have  been  intermittently 
pursued  for  the  last  50  years,  the  subject  has  never  received  the  attention 
which  its  importance  warrants.

NOTE. — An  increase  of  §15,000  is  necessary  in  order  properly  to  care  for  70

are  scattered  from  Florida  to  Alaska  and  in  the  Hawaiian  Islands.  The  present 
appropriation  of  §22,500  is  wholly  inadequate  for  the  upkeep  of  buildings  and 
fences,  for  furnishing  hay  for  winter  feeding,  and  for  the  maintenance  of  a 
proper  warden  service.  Even  with  the  increased  appropriation,  the  average 
annual  cost  of  each  reservation,  including  the  cost  of  administration,  would 
be  only  about  $500.  At  present  many  of  the  reservations  have  no  regular 
warden  service.

NOTE.— There  is  an  apparent  increase  in  this  item  of  $4,100,  but,  taking  into 
consideration  the  transfer  to  the  statutory  roll  of  one  clerk  at  $900,  the  actual 
increase  is  $5,000.  It  is  desirable  to  hasten  the  completion  of  the  field  investiga- 
tions of  the  distribution  and  habits  of  birds  and  mammals  in  the  States.  These 
investigations  have  been  under  way  for  several  years  and  have  been  completed 
in  several  States.  Owing  to  the  small  appropriations  this  work  has  been  done 
only  in  a desultory  manner,  although  the  information  resulting  therefrom  is  of  the 
greatest  practical  use  in  connection  with  State  and  Federal  legislation.  Addi- 
tional assistance  is  necessary  to  compile  and  arrange  in  files  where  it  is  available 
for  reference  the  large  amount  of  data  which  has  been  acquired  concerning  the 
birds  and  mammals  of  the  country.  This  is  the  basic  information  for  the  eco- 
nomic work  of  the  bureau  in  the  conservation  of  useful  birds  and  mammals  and 
the  control  of  noxious  ones.

The 
appropriations  for  the  library  have  not  kept  pace  with  the  rapid  growth  of  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  in  recent  years.  In  the  fiscal  year  1897,  when  the 
appropriation  bill  carried  $2,448,763.53,  the  appropriation  for  general  expenses 
of  the  library  was  $7,000.  In  1910,  with  an  appropriation  of  $15,958,811.27,  the 
appropriation  for  general  expenses  of  the  library  was  $16,500.  The  appropria- 
tion bill  for  1917  carries  $26,948,852,  and  the  general  expense  appropriation  for 
the  library  is  $18,000.  The  total  appropriation  of  the  department  has  thus  in- 
creased elevenfold  since  1897,  while  the  general  expense  fund  of  the  library  has 
increased  less  than  threefold  during  the  past  20  years.  The  administrative 
expenses  of  the  library  must  be  borne  from  the  general  expense  appropriation, 
and  the  purchase  of  books  for  the  use  of  all  the  bureaus  and  offices  of  the  depart- 
ment in  Washington  is  by  law  restricted  to  this  fund . The  creation  of  new  lines 
of  work  in  the  department  greatly  increases  the  demand  for  the  purchase  of 
suitable  periodicals  and  books  of  reference.  The  organization  in  foreign 
countries  of  numerous  new  agencies  for  agricultural  investigations  makes  it 
increasingly  expensive  for  the  library  to  keep  track  of  the  progress  of  investi- 
gations in  this  field.

NOTE. — There  is  an  increase  of  $20,000  in  this  item.  The  steady  growth  of 
the  department,  involving  increased  appropriations  and  consequent  increases 
in  the  personnel,  makes  it  necessary  to  secure  additional  office  and  laboratory 
space.  All  department  buildings,  owned  and  rented,  now  are  occupied  to 
full  capacity.  It  is  highly  desirable,  for  administrative  reasons,  to  have  the 
work  of  the  department  brought  together  in  one  group  of  buildings.  At  the 
present  time  the  Forest  Service  occupies  a rented  building  on  F Street,  which 
is  nonfire  proof  and  inadequate;  and,  in  order  to  provide  for  the  new  work 
authorized  ur.der  the  grain-standards  act,  it  has  been  necessary  for  the  Bureau 
of  Markets  to  rent  quarters  in  a building  on  Pennsylvania  Avenue,  at  great 
inconvenience  and  at  a cost  greatly  in  excess  of  that  at  which  the  space  could 
be  provided  were  it  possible  to  rent  an  office  building  near  the  department. 
Some  of  the  other  bureaus,  particularly  the  States  Relations  Service,  the  Bio- 
logical Survey,  and  the  Bureau  of  Chemistry,  are  crowded  and  in  urgent  need 
of  additional  space. 

If  the  §20,000  increase  recommended  is  allowed  it  will  be  possible  to  rent  a 
me  dern  fireproof  office  building  near  the  department  at  a rate  per  square  foot 
about  one-third  the  rate  asked  by  owners  of  office  buildings  in  the  business 
section  of  the  city.

NOTE. — There  is  an  apparent  increase  in  the  above  appropriation  of 
$100,000,  but,  taking  into  consideration  transfers  to  the  statutory  roll  aggre- 
gating $5,200,  the  actual  increase  is  $105,200.  It  is  proposed  to  use  this  sum  for 
the  following  purposes : 

(а)  To  promote  the  more  rapid  and  adequate  development  of  the  county- 
agent  work  in  the  Northern  and  Western  States.  At  present  only  470  out  of 
1,653  counties  have  agents.  It  is  recognized  that  as  extension  funds  increase 
under  the  extension  act  the  efficiency  of  the  work  will  depend  largely  upon 
county  organization  and  the  provision  made  for  an  agent  in  each  county. 

(б)  To  promote  the  more  rapid  development  of  boys’  and  girls’  club  work. 

The  success  of  this  work  depends  in  a large  measure  upon  paid  local  leadership. 

It  is  for  this  feature  of  the  work  that  additional  funds  are  needed.  The  boys’ 
and  girls’  club  work  is  believed  to  be  one  of  the  most  effective  forms  of  exten- 
sion work,  for  aside  from  influencing  the  younger  generation  it  arouses  the 
the  interest  of  the  parents. 

(c)  To  extend  the  work  in  farm-management  demonstrations.  This  type  of 
work  now  forms  an  important  feature  of  extension  work  in  26  of  the  Northern 
and  Western  States  and  in  many  ways  is  fundamental  to  the  success  of  the 
county-agent  activities.  Farmers  are  being  prevailed  upon  to  keep  definite 
farm  records,  which  furnish  a valuable  source  of  information  within  the  State 
and  to  the  workers  of  the  department. 

(d)  To  develop  the  extension  work  among  farm  women.  The  demand  for 
this  work  has  grown  so  rapidly  that  the  available  funds  are  not  sufficient  to 
enable  the  department  to  cooperate  with  the  counties  which  are  ready  to 
employ  women  agents.

NOTE. — There  is  an  increase  in  this  item  of  $6,000,  which  it  is  planned  to 
use  as  follows: 

(a)  For  the  extension  of  the  work  in  agricultural  education.  Considerable 
progress  has  been  made  during  the  past  year  in  systematizing  publications  and 
illustrative  material  intended  to  aid  teachers  of  secondary  and  elementary 
agriculture,  now  being  taught  in  about  5,000  secondary  schools  and  a large  and 
constantly  increasing  number  of  elementary  schools.  Better  cooperation  with 
the  Bureau  of  Education,  State  departments  of  education  and  departments  of 
agricultural  education  in  the  State  colleges  has  been  effected.  To  more  nearly 
meet  the  demands  of  the  work  at  least  one  additional  assistant  is  needed  to  give 
his  time  to  the  study  of  the  problems  of  visual  instruction  in  agriculture  and 
the  preparation  of  illustrative  material  for  use  in  agricultural  schools.  To  ac- 
complish the  best  results  the  employees  engaged  in  educational  work  must  be 
in  personal  touch  with  conditions  and  persons  in  the  schools  they  are  trying  to 
help,  and  additional  travel  is  essential  in  order  to  study  the  actual  problems  of 
the  schools  and.  to  hold  conferences  with  the  leaders  in  agricultural  education 
in  different  regions. 

( b ) In  connection  with  the  farmers’  institute  work,  an  additional  assistant  is 
needed  to  assist  in  the  preparation  of  syllabi,  lantern  slides,  brief  courses,  etc., 
dealing  with  animal  husbandry  and  dairying  subjects.

NOTE. — There  is  an  increase  in  tills  item  of  $32,000,  which  it  is  proposed  to 
use  as  follows: 

(a)  Twelve  thousand  dollars  for  the  proper  development  and  extension  of 
the  work  now  under  way  at  the  Alaska  experiment  station  and  for  the  estab- 
lishment of  a new  station  in  the  Matanuska  Valley.  The  additional  $8,000 
provided  in  the  present  appropriation  act  for  the  work  of  the  Alaska  stations 
is  barely  sufficient  to  compensate  the  stations  for  the  loss  of  funds  derived 
from  sales  of  agricultural  products  which  heretofore  were  available  for  expendi- 
ture in  connection  with  the  maintenance  of  the  stations.

A reconnoissance  survey  conducted  by 
the  Bureau  of  Soils  shows  there  are  over  1,200,000  acres  of  agricultural  land  in  this 
valley  and  contiguous  regions,  much  of  which  is  believed  to  possess  large  agri- 
cultural possibilities,  and  the  prospect  of  the  early  construction  of  the  railway 
from  Seward  to  Fairbanks  has  caused  an  influx  of  many  settlers.

experiment  station  to  this  region  is  about  250  miles  distant,  and  the  results 
obtained  there  can  not  be  applied  in  this  newly  opened  territory,  as  a great 
diversity  in  both  climate  and  soils  exists  in  the  two  sections.  The  chairman 
of  the  Alaskan  Railway  Commission  has  strongly  urged  the  establishment  of 
this  station,  and  a site  near  the  junction  of  the  Matanuska  branch  with  the 
main  line  of  the  proposed  Alaskan  railway  has  been  tentatively  set  aside  for 
the  purpose,  pending  the  action  of  Congress  in  providing  the  necessary  funds. 
It  is  estimated  that  at  least  $10,000  will  be  required  for  the  necessary  buildings, 
clearing,  fencing,  and  equipment  of  this  station.  The  remaining  $2,000  will 
be  needed  in  connection  with  work  already  under  way  at  the  Sitka  station. 
It  is  planned  to  appoint  a horticulturist  at  $1,600  and  to  use  $400  for  miscella- 
neous expenses  in  connection  with  the  horticultural  investigations  at  this 
station,  where  work  of  this  character  promises  to  yield  valuable  results. 

( b ) Ten  thousand  dollars  for  the  Hawaii  experiment  station.  This  amount 
is  needed  in  order  further  to  develop  the  extension  work  authorized  by  Congress 
and  to  investigate  a number  of  serious  problems  of  sugar  cane  and  pineapples 
which  confront  the  growers  of  these  crops.  Investigational  work  in  the  grow- 
ing of  coffee,  especially  with  reference  to  disease  control,  also  should  be  under- 
taken. 

(c)  Ten  thousand  dollars  for  the  Porto  Rico  experiment  station.  As  indi- 
cated by  the  new  language  added  to  the  paragraph,  this  amount  is  desired  in 
order  to  establish  and  maintain  a substation  for  the  purpose  of  undertaking 
experiments  with  various  tropical  and  other  fruits  and  vegetables.  The  rapid 
development  of  fruit  growing  in  Porto  Rico  and  the  increasing  importance  of 
vegetable  culture  make  it  very  desirable  that  greater  assistance  be  rendered 
the  growers  in  the  solution  of  their  problems  and  cultivation  methods,  disease 
control,  marketing,  etc.  The  present  station  at  Mayaguez  is  not  suited  to 
extensive  work  of  this  character  on  account  of  the  heavy  stiff  clay  soil.  At 
the  last  session  of  Congress,  the  Senate  adopted  an  amendment  to  the  agri- 
cultural appropriation  bill  designed  to  set  aside  the  sum  of  $10,000  for  the 
maintenance  of  a station  for  the  introduction,  propagation  of,  and  experiment 
with  tropical  and  other  fruit  trees,  provided  the  Porto  Rican  government, 
either  by  itself  or  in  cooperation  with  individuals,  establishes  the  station  on  at 
least  50  acres  of  land.  The  Senate  amendment  was  lost  in  conference  and  there 
is  no  provision  for  this  work  at  present.  In  case  favorable  action  is  taken  by 
the  Porto  Rican  Legislature,  which  meets  in  January,  the  sum  of  $10,000  should 
be  made  immediately  available,  in  order  to  get  the  work  started  without  delay.

NOTE. — There  is  an  increase  of  $25,780  in  this  item.  The  movement 
throughout  the  country  in  home  economics  has  greatly  developed  in  recent  years 
under  the  stimulus  imparted  by  the  extension  work.  The  amount  of  definite 
research  work  on  these  problems  has  been  greatly  restricted  on  account  of  lack 
of  funds.  The  department  still  remains  the  principal  organized  agency  for  such 
research  work.  These  researches,  however,  have  been  confined  chiefly  to 
.subjects  relating  to  food.  There  is  a constantly  growing  demand  for  investiga- 
tions along  the  other  lines  of  home  economics  on  a larger  and  more  comprehen- 
sive scale.  The  demand  for  publications  on  these  subjects  has  correspondingly 
increased.  If  this  increase  is  allowed,  it  is  proposed  to  apply  it  to  an  investi- 
gation of  the  following  projects: 

Studies  of  home  canning  of  meats,  $2,500;  value  in  the  diet  of  various  prep- 
arations of  macaroni,  starches,  etc.,  $4,000;  temperature  of  foods  during  cook- 
ing, $3,000;  household  equipment  and  labor,  $5,000;  care  of  metal  and  wooden 
utensils,  furniture,  floors,  etc.,  $3,000;  textiles  as  used  in  the  home,  $5,000; 
and  collating  and  summarizing  existing  knowledge  in  the  different  branches 
of  home  economics  for  use  in  publications  and  extension  work,  $3,280.

formation  available.  Before  publications  and  directions  of  value  can  be 
issued  it  will  be  necessary  to  check  up  existing  information  and  in  most  cases 
secure  data  that  are  not  at  present  available.  To  accomplish  the  desired  result 
a considerable  amount  of  original  field  work  will  be  necessary.  A material 
increase  in  the  present  office  force,  however,  is  not  anticipated,  except,  pos- 
sibly, the  employment  of  an  additional  designer  and  a few  draftsmen,  but  the 
organization  of  an  efficient  field  force  will  be  essential  to  conduct  extensive  and 
intensive  investigations  in  various  localities  throughout  the  entire  country. 

New  language  has  been  added  to  the  paragraph  providing  for  the  erection  of 
necessary  structures  outside  of  the  D istrict  of  Columbia . This  is  for  the  purpose 
of  conferring  definite  authority  for  the  erection  of  such  structures  as  septic 
tanks,  water  troughs,  hydraulic  ram  pits,-  etc.,  upon  which  investigations  are 
being  conducted.  The  word  ' ‘ structures ” as  here  applied  is  differentiated 
from  the  word  “buildings.”  In  making  tests  of  farm  heating  plants, lighting 
plants,  power  transmission,  gas  engines,  insulation,  and  ice  storage,  etc.,  it  may 
be  necessary  to  erect  temporary  booths  or  sheds  to  shelter  the  apparatus  or  (as 
in  the  case  of  heaters)  to  produce  the  exact  amount  of  inclosed  space  to  corre- 
spond with  the  capacity  of  the  apparatus  under  test.  It  is  expected  that  all 
structures  erected  for  the  conduct  of  this  work  will  be  placed  on  land  owned  by 
the  Federal  Government,  States,  or  municipalities.

NOTE. — This  is  a new  item.  At  the  present  time  the  laboratory  and  shop 
work  of  the  Office  of  Public  Roads  and  Rural  Engineering  is  divided  between 
two  chemical  laboratories  and  a microscopic  laboratory  located  on  the  eighth 
floor  of  the  Willard  Building,  physical  testing  laboratories  on  the  ground  floor 
and  in  the  basement  of  the  building,  a machine  shop  on  the  ground  floor,  and  a 
photographic  laboratory  on  the  fourth  floor.  The  floor  space  is  inadequate  for 
the  work  which  has  to  be  done,  and  at  times  the  noise  and  odors  from  the 
laboratories  are  objectionable.  It  is  proposed  to  move  all  this  work  to  new 
permanent  quarters  on  the  Arlington  Farm,  where  it  can  be  conducted  in  con- 
junction with  the  work  of  the  concrete  laboratory,  the  soil-pressure  laboratory, 
and  the  experimental  refining  plant.  As  the  Office  of  Public  Roads  and  Rural 
Engineering  is  participating  more  and  more  in  road  work  throughout  the  United 
States,  it  is  only  reasonable  to  suppose  that  research  and  testing  laboratories 
located  at  or  in  the  vicinity  of  Washington  will  be  called  upon  to  handle  a very 
much  greater  volume  of  work  than  heretofore.  It  is  therefore  believed  that  the 
erection  of  a building  such  as  is  contemplated  by  this  item  will  ultimately 
prove  to  be  an  economy  in  the  conduct  of  the  work  of  the  office.  The  building 
will  be  approximately  75  by  150  feet,  containing  337,500  cubic  feet  of  space,  at 
a unit  cost  of  20  cents  per  cubic  foot.  The  equipment  will  cost  about  $7,500.

NOTE. — There  is  an  apparent  increase  in  this  item  of  $10,400,  but,  taking 
into  consideration  transfers  to  the  statutory  roll  aggregating  $5,600,  the  actual 
increase  is  $16,000.  It  is  proposed  to  use  this  sum  as  follows: 

Ten  thousand  dollars  for  the  project  “Market  Grades  and  Standards.”  This 
increase  is  requested  so  that  the  work  of  this  project  may  be  extended  to  in- 
clude the  small  fruits  and  certain  vegetable  crops  to  which  it  has  not  been  pos- 
sible to  give  attention  heretofore.  The  work  relating  to  grades  and  standards 
is  fundamental  not  only  to  successful  marketing  but  to  the  proper  conduct  of  the 
other  work  of  the  bureau.  The  work  of  this  project  has  been  brought  to  a point 
where  valuable  data  both  for  use  in  teaching  and  demonstrating  the  best 
methods  of  handling,  grading,  packing,  and  shipping  fruits  and  vegetables  can 
be  secured  and  made  available  in  the  future.  The  efficiency  and  value  of  the 
demonstration  market  news  service  increase  in  direct  ratio  to  the  perfection 
and  general  use  of  standard  grades  and  standard  containers,  and  effective  in- 
spection work  by  cooperative  associations  and  terminal  receivers  depends  upon 
the  same  factors  as  does  the  future  success  of  experimental  inspection  work  to 
be  conducted  under  this  project  if  the  increase  requested  is  granted.  The  four 
technical  workers  now  engaged  on  this  project  are  inadequate  to  handle  more 
than  two  or  three  crops,  while  there  is  a great  demand  from  consumers,  market- 
ing associations,  railroad  officials  and  dealers  for  help  on  practically  all  perish- 
able farm  products. 

Six  thousand  dollars  for  the  project  “Marketing  Grain,  Hay,  and  Seeds.” 

This  field  is  large  and  complicated  and  covers  a number  of  specific  problems 
which  deserve  immediate  attention.  The  hay  trade,  in  particular,  as  well 
as  shippers  and  consumers,  are  anxious  to  have  a careful  study  made  of  the 
whole  subject,  but  the  present  appropriation  has  been  sufficient  to  approach 
only  a few  of  the  most  urgent  problems.

This  increase  is  necessary  in  order  to  provide  for  the  efficient  utilization  of 
the  11  branch  offices  already  opened  and  the  equipment  already  purchased;  to 
enable  the  department  to  report  a maximum  of  five  crops  through  a slightly 
longer  period  than  has  been  possible  during  the  1916  season  ; and  to  meet,  the 
increased  cost  of  stationery  and  supplies  and  the  demands  of  the  growing  mail- 
ing list.  About  39,000  producers  and  dealers  have  been  served  during  the  cur- 
rent year.  If  the  same  crops  (tomatoes,  strawberries,  Bermuda  onions,  canta- 
loupes, peaches,  apples,  grapes,  potatoes,  and  watermelons)  are  reported  next 
year  and  the  service  is  carried  to  all  of  the  heavy  shipping  centers,  it  will  be 
necessary  to  prepare  to  serve  individually  at  least  60,000  persons.  This  contem- 
plates a service  to  the  potato  and  apple  growers  for  only  a short  period  at  the 
harvesting  season,  with  field  stations  in  only  a few  of  the  most  important  dis- 
tricts, and  no  increase  in  the  number  of  permanent  branch  offices. 

The  movement  of  many  of  the  crops  covered  begins  some  time  before  the  be- 
ginning of  the  fiscal  year.  Hence  a proviso  is  added  to  this  paragraph  making 
$40,000  immediately  available  upon  the  passage  of  the  act.  If  allowed,  this 
will  make  a total  of  $176,600  available  for  a telegraphic  market  news  service  on 
a limited  number  of  fruits  and  vegetables  during  the  fiscal  year  of  1917  and 
$144,740  for  this  purpose  in  1918.

NOTE. — There  is  an  increase  of  $16,600  in  this  item.  This  sum  will  enable 
the  department  to  take  advantage  of  offers  from  several  States  for  cooperation 
in  marketing  work. 

This  work  will  be  carried  on  in  cooperation  with  States  which  appropriate 
money  for  marketing  purposes  through  the  employment  of  specialists  or  agents 
in  marketing  and  such  other  assistants  and  facilities  as  may  be  necessary. 

These  agents  will  maintain  headquarters  in  the  various  States  concerned,  and 
their  salaries  and  expenses  will  be  borne  jointly  by  the  Federal  Government 
and  the  States.  As  a general  rule,  the  States  contribute  more  to  the  support 
of  this  work  than  does  the  Federal  Government. 

Experience  in  several  States  has  demonstrated  that,  if  this  work  is  properly 
conducted,  material  service  can  be  rendered  in  the  way  of  coordinating  the 
activities  of  the  States  and  the  Federal  Government  relating  to  marketing. 

Prior  to  the  inauguration  of  this  work  it  was  not  possible  to  keep  in  intimate 
contact  with  the  various  State  agencies  in  working  out  their  marketing  prob- 
lems. There  are  always  a large  number  of  problems  which  are  peculiar  to 
individual  States  and,  in  order  that  they  may  receive  necessary  attention,  it 
is  essential  that  they  be  handled  by  men  thoroughly  familiar  with  the  local 
conditions  and  the  viewpoint  of  the  community  concerned.

NOTE. — This  represents  a transfer  from  the  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry 
of  the  item  carrying  $88,770  for  grain-standardization  investigations,  with  an 
apparent  increase  of  $17,820,  but,  taking  into  consideration  transfers  to  the 
statutory  roll  aggregating  $3,060,  the  actual  increase  is  $20,880.  This  sum  is 
needed  to  carry  on  the  investigational  work  relating  to  the  handling  and 
transportation  of  grain  and  the  determination  of  standards  required  under 
the  terms  of  the  United  States  grain-standards  act.

NOTE. — There  is  an  apparent  decrease  of  $22,150  in  this  item,  but,  taking 
into  consideration  the  transfer  of  one  messenger  boy  or  laborer  at  $480  and 
one  messenger  boy  at  $360  to  the  statutory  roll  of  the  Bureau  of  Markets  and 
one  photographer  at  $1,400  to  the  statutory  roll  of  the  Division  of  Publications, 
aggregating  $2,240,  the  actual  decrease  is  $19,910. 

Owing  to  the  loss  of  eight  of  its  experienced  cotton  men,  who  resigned  during 
this  year  to  accept  positions  outside  of  the  department,  much  work  which  was 
planned  for  the  present  year  coidd  not  be  taken  up.  The  bureau  consequently 
has  been  left  with  a larger  balance  of  the  continuing  appropriation  than  was 
expected.  This  obviates  the  necessity  for  as  large  an  appropriation  for  the 
fiscal  year  1918  as  that  available  under  the  current  act. 

Under  the  circumstances  brought  about  by  the  loss  of  the  assistants  referred 
to  above,  the  expenditures  for  the  current  year  from  the  continuing  appropria- 
tion will  not  exceed  $26,000.  This  with  the  present  appropriation  of  $120,750 
under  “Enforcement  of  the  United  States  cotton-futures  act,”  will  provide 
for  the  expenditure  of  approximately  $146,000  during  the  fiscal  year  1917.  A 
balance  of  $40,000  will  be  left  for  expenditure  in  1918,  which,  together  with  the 
$98,600  requested  under  this  item,  will  permit  of  expenditures  totaling  about 
$140,000  in  1918. 

The  number  of  disputes  that  may  arise  in  a fiscal  year  is  wholly  indetermi- 
nate, depending  upon  the  course  of  the  price  of  cotton  in  the  great  future 
markets.  In  a receding  market,  where  the  differences  between  delivery 
months  are  likely  to  be  insufficient  to  cover  interest,  storage,  and  other  carrying 
charges,  large  volume  of  deliveries  is  likely  to  take  place,  and  the  department 
must  be  prepared  to  handle  disputes  that  will  arise  under  such  conditions. 
During  4J  months  of  the  fiscal  year  1915,  418  disputes,  involving  39,053  bales 
of  cotton,  were  submitted;  during  the  fiscal  year  1916,  689  disputes,  involving 
32,438  bales,  were  determined.  This  year  again  the  work  on  disputes  prom- 
ises to  be  relatively  light.  The  requirements  for  this  work  in  the  fiscal  year 
1918  may  be  radically  different  from  the  requirements  for  the  present  fiscal 
year,  and  it  is  believed  to  be  a wise  course  to  carry  a fair  balance  of  the  con- 
tinuing appropriation  over  to  the  next  year  when  it  may  be  needed.

(59)  To  enable  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  carry  into  effect  the  pro- 
visions of  the  United  States  Grain-Standards  Act,  including  such 
rent  and  the  employment  of  such  persons  and  means  as  the  Secre- 
tary of  Agriculture  may  deem  necessary,  in  the  city  of  Washington 
and  elsewhere  ( submitted ) 

NOTE. — The  above  paragraph  appears  as  a new  item  under  the  Bureau  of 
Markets,  but  as  $250,000  was  provided  in  the  miscellaneous  section  of  the 
agricultural  act  for  1917  for  the  enforcement  of  the  grain-standards  act,  the 
apparent  increase  for  this  work  is  $269,140.  Taking  into  consideration  trans- 
fers to  the  statutory  roll  aggregating  $2,200,  however,  the  actual  increase  for 
regulatory  work  in  the  enforcement  of  the  grain-standards  act  is  $271,340. 
As  explained  in  the  note  under  item  56,  the  investigational  work  has  been 
separated  from  the  regulatory  work  and  will  be  financed  out  of  the  $106,590 
provided  herein. 

In  the  enforcement  of  this  act  it  is  planned  to  divide  the  country  into  eight 
main  divisions.  At  some  appropriate  market  in  each  division  will  be  located 
a division  supervisor.  It  will  be  necessary  to  provide  each  of  these  officers 
with  an  efficient  clerk.  The  division  supervisors  will  travel  over  their  terri- 
tory to  the  various  points  at  which  supervision  is  conducted,  their  duties 
being  to  see  that  uniformity  of  inspection  prevails  in  all  of  the  markets  under 
their  jurisdiction.  They  also  may  assist,  when  necessary,  in  forming  boards 
of  appeal. 

It  is  estimated  that  it  will  be  necessary  to  station  supervisors  of  inspection 
at  approximately  39  markets.  Tlnee  of  these  markets  (Chicago,  Minneapolis, 
and  Kansas  City)  will  require  also  two  additional  supervisors,  and  16  markets 
(St.  Louis,  New  Orleans,  New  York,  Boston,  Baltimore,  Philadelphia,  Buffalo. 
Toledo,  Duluth,  Portland,  Seattle,  Peoria,  Indianapolis,  San  Francisco, 
Milwaukee,  and  Wichita)  will  require  one  assistant  supervisor.  These  super- 
visors and  assistant  supervisors  will  serve  as  a board  of  appeals,  and  as  it  is 
necessary  that  appeals  and  disputes  be  handled  as  promptly  as  possible  a 
board  of  two  or  more  supervisors  must  be  provided  in  all  of  the  principal 
market  centers. 

The  markets  at  which  there  will  be  no  assistant  supervisors  are  Denver, 
Fort  Worth,  Galveston,  Memphis,  Louisville.  Nashville,  Atlanta,  Cincinnati, 
Detroit,  Cleveland, Newport  News,  Great  Falls,  Mont.,  Fargo,  N.  Dak.,  Okla- 
lahoma  City,  and  Cairo,  111. 

All  the  markets  having  supervisors,  as  well  as  the  division  supervisors, 
will  require  at  least  one  assistant,  at  an  estimated  salary  of  $1,620.  Three  of 
these  markets  (Chicago,  Minneapolis,  and  Kansas  City)  will  require  at  least 
two  such  employees.  At  all  the  markets  at  which  there  is  a hoard  of  two 
supervisors  it  is  estimated  that  another  assistant,  at  an  approximate  salary 
of  $1,500  per  annum,  must  be  provided  and  that  it  will  be  necessary  to  pro- 
vide one  laboratory  assistant  at  approximately  $1,400  per  annum  in  10  cities, 
to  be  selected  from  the  following  list:  Chicago,  Minneapolis,  Kansas  City, 
St.  Louis,  New  York,  Baltimore,  New  Orleans,  Portland,  Seattle,  Duluth, 
Milwaukee,  and  Buffalo.

An  estimate  of  $10,500  has  been  made  for  rent  in  the  field.  This  would 
be  entirely  insufficient  were  it  not  possible  to  make  use  of  offices  secured  for 
other  projects,  including  those  now  rented  bv  the  Office  of  Grain  Standardiza- 
tion of  the  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry.  The  Chicago  grain-standardization  office 
at  present  pays  $1 ,800  per  annum  rental. 

In  addition  to  the  organization  outside  of  Washington  in  connection  with 
the  enforcement  of  the  grain-standards  act,  a chief  inspector  will  be  stationed 
in  Washington.  He  will  have  charge  of  the  regulatory  projects  under  the 
act.  Under  him  three  supervisors  will  be  placed  to  head  the  projects  “Ap- 
peals and  disputes,”  “Licensing  of  inspectors.”  and  “Supervision  of  inspec- 
tion.” Under  him  also  will  be  placed  five  specialists — grain  experts  capable 
of  checking  up  all  samples  involved  in  appeals  and  disputes — in  order  to  in- 
sure uniform  application  of  the  official  grain  standards  in  all  parts  of  the 
country,  and  also  four  assistant  supervisors  to  act  as  field  representatives  of 
the  bureau  in  directing  the  work  of  the  division  and  market  supervisors 
throughout  the  United  States. 

The  plans  for  the  enforcement  of  the  act  have  received  the  most  careful 
consideration.  The  department  is  convinced  that  the  requisite  machinery 
for  the  prompt  and  effective  handling  of  the  work  can  not  be  provided  unless 
the  sum  recommended  in  the  item,  as  well  as  that  included  in  item  56,  is 
made  available.  Considering  the  magnitude  of  the  task  involved,  the  esti- 
mate is  regarded  as  very  conservative.

NOTE. — There  is  an  apparent  increase  in  this  item  of  $7,020;  but,  taking 
into  consideration  the  transfer  to  the  statutory  roll  of  1 messenger  boy  or  laborer 
at  $480,  the  actual  increase  is  $7,500.  The  appropriation  for  last  year  was  in- 
creased by  $5,000,  which  was  only  sufficient  to  employ  a bacteriological 
assistant  and  to  pay  the  salaries  and  expenses  of  temporary  assistants  for  field 
testing  work. ' It  was  impossible  to  enlarge  the  force  of  chemists  to  take  care 
of  the  increased  number  of  samples  collected  by  our  larger  inspection  force. 
The  campaign  which  has  been  begun  on  disinfectants  and  germicides  will  ma- 
terially increase  the  amount  of  routine  and  investigative  chemical  work. 
Furthermore,  the  forces  of  plant  pathologists  and  entomologists  employed  for 
testing  work  are  not  sufficiently  large  to  examine  the  current  samples  collected 
by  the  inspectors,  and  it  will  be  necessary  to  secure  additional  assistance,  so 
that  cases  may  be  promptly  reported  to  the  courts.  The  great  advance  in  the 
cost  of  chemicals  used  in  the  examination  of  insecticides  and  fungicides  also  has 
materially  increased  the  expense  of  the  work.

On  the  Belle  Fourche  project  there  are  717  farms  in  operation, 
and  when  the  whole  project  is  taken  up  there  will  be  100,000  acres  of  land 
under  irrigation.  These  lands  are  devoted  almost  exclusively  to  forage  and 
grain  crops,  which  profitably  can  be  marketed  only  through  the  establishment 
of  live-stock  industries.  On  the  Yuma  project  there  are  about  700  farms  in 
operation,  and  when  all  the  lands  on  the  project  are  taken  up  about  100,000 
acres  will  be  under  irrigation.  The  successful  development  of  these  lands 
depends  on  the  establishment  of  live-stock  industries,  through  which  the 
forage  and  grain  crops  produced  can  be  utilized,  and  on  the  cotton  and  alfalfa- 
seed  industries.
